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The  United  Nations  designated  1961  as  "World  Seed  Year"  for  a_  campaign 
for  the  use  of  better  seed  throughout  the  world,  but  are  Pennsylvanians  using 
better  seed?  This  report  is  a  summary  of  the  testing  activities  of  the  Seed 
Laboratory  from  October  1,  1961  to  September  30,  1962. 

The  purpose  of  the  Pennsylvania  Seed  Act  is  to  regulate  the  sale  of  agricul- 
tural and  vegetable  seeds  in  the  Commonwealth  by  requiring  that  such  seeds 
be  properly  labeled.  Lots  of  seed  found  to  be  improperly  labeled  may  be  con- 
demned as  illegal  for  sale.  Seeds  illegal  for  sale  are  those  that  are  mislabeled 
as  to  purity,  germination,  containing  noxious  or  excessive  weed  seeds,  seeds 
not  true  to  variety,  and  other  labeling  requirements. 

Each  year  in  the  enforcement  of  the  Seed  Act,  inspectors  visit  seed  vendors 
throughout  the  State.  Lots  of  seeds  offered  for  sale  are  examined  for  proper 
labeling  requirements.  If  the  seed  is  incorrectly  labeled  it  is  placed  under 
"Stop  Sale"  until  correctly  labeled  or  destroyed.  During  the  inspection  period 
covered  by  this  report  a  total  of  806  lots  of  seed  were  placed  under  "Stop  Sale 
for  various  reasons. 

Samples  are  drawn  for  examination  and  testing  in  the  Seed  Laboratory  to 
determine  if  they  are  correctly  labeled.  During  the  period  covered  by  this 
report,  inspectors  collected  samples  from: 

966  lots  of  agricultural  seed,  of  which  16.3%  were  illegal  for  sale; 

143  lots  of  mixtures  of  agricultural  seeds,  of  which  46.2%   were  illegal 

for  sale; 

707  lots  of  vegetable  seed,  of  which  S.5%  were  illegal  for  sale. 

There  were  69  letters  of  warning  written  to  wholesalers  and  retailers  m 

regard  to  minor  labeling  violations.    These  are  not  included  in  Tallies  I,  II, 

or  III  but  are  recorded  in  Table  IV. 

A  comparison  of  seed  violations  for  the  past  three  years  is  as  follows:

The  facilities  of  the  Seed  Laboratory  are  available  to  Pennsylvania  farmers, 
seedsmen  and  State  institutions,  who  submitted  1598  samples  for  testing.  Of  this 
number  165  were  Drill  Box  Survey  samples  submitted  by  the  Agronomy  Lx- 
tension  Department  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  University  (Table  VI)  and  9d 
grass  samples  from  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Highways.  The  Certification 
Officer  submitted  205  samples  for  examination  and  germination.

The  Seed  Laboratory  also  made  637  additional  tests;  interstate  noxious  weed 
examination,  count  per  ounce,  embryo  excision,  moisture  tests,  test  weight  and 
fluorescence  tests.  Thus  making  a  total  of  7660  various  tests  made  in  the 
laboratory. 


General  Information  For  Seed  Vendors 

Carry  over  lots  of  seed  to  be  sold  must  be  retested  and  relabeled  within  a 
nine  month  period.  The  person  or  dealer  upon  whose  premise  seeds  are  located 
is  held  responsible  for  all  labeling  requirements.  All  seed  must  be  properly 
labeled  regardless  of  the  size  of  the  lot  or  container. 

If  you  are  not  positive  that  your  labeling  meets  the  requirements  of  the 
Seed  Act  or  would  like  a  copy  of  the  Pennsylvania  Seed  Act  together  with  a  copy 
of  the  current  Rules  and  Regulations,  write  to  the  Seed  Laboratory,  Bureau 
of  Plant  Industry,  Department  of  Agriculture,  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania.

Agricultural  Seeds  in  Violation  of  the  Seed  Act 

Nine  hundred  and  sixty-six  ofticial  samples  of  agricultural  seeds  (not  includ- 
ing mixtures)  were  analyzed  in  the  Seed  Laboratory.  This  table  lists  the 
nature  of  the  violations.  Forty-six  lots  of  seed,  at  the  wholesale  level  were 
found  to  be  in  violation  of  the  law;  but  were  relabeled  or  destroyed  before 
reaching  the  retail  level;  therefore,  are  not  shown  in  this  table.  They  are 
listed  in  Table  IV. 

The  listing  of  both  wholesaler  and  retailer  does  not  imply  a  judgment  of 
guilt  against  one  or  the  other.  The  vendor  of  the  seed,  usually  the  retailer, 
is  legally  responsible  for  its  condition,  but  the  retailer  cannot  be  justly  blamed 
in  all  cases  of  mislabeling.   Wholesaler's  name  is  in  boldface  type.

One  hundred  and  forty-three  official  samples  of  mixtures  of  agricultural 
seeds  were  analyzed  or  checked  for  labeling  in  the  Seed  Laboratory.  This 
table  lists  the  nature  of  the  violations.  Eleven  lots  of  seed,  at  the  wholesaler 
level  were  found  to  be  in  violation  of  the  Law;  but  were  relabeled  before 
reaching  the  retail  level:  therefore,  are  not  shown  in  this  table.  They  are  listed 
in  Table  IV. 

The  listing  of  both  wholesaler  and  retailer  does  not  imply  a  judgment  of 
guilt  against  one  or  the  other.  The  vendor  of  the  seed,  usually  the  retailer,  is 
fegally  responsible  for  its  condition,  but  the  retailer  cannot  be  greatly  blamed 
in  all  cases  of  mislabeling.  Wholesaler's  name  is  in  boldface  type.

Timothy  Seed 

During  the  past  year  the  Seed  Laboratorj'  received  over  twice  as  many 
samples  of  red  clover  seed  for  analysis  from  Pennsylvania  farmers.  The  number 
of  timothy  samples  however,  declined  50%  due  to  the  dry  summer. 

These  samples  give  some  indication  as  to  the  quality  of  seed  grown  and 
planted  in  Pennsylvania.  Many  of  these  lots  of  seed  were  not  properly  cleaned 
before  being  sent  in  for  analysis.  Some  farmers  with  illegal  seed  sent  in  a 
second  sample  after  it  was  properly  cleaned. 

Of  the  176  samples  of  red  clover  received,  36.4%  were  illegal  for  sale. 
This  is  10.2%  higher  than  last  year.  Of  the  27  samples  of  timothy  received 
18.5%  were  illegal  for  sale.    This  is  the  same  percentage  as  last  year.

The  farmer  still  needs  to  become  more  conscious  of  the  seed  he  is  buying 
and  planting.

Drill  Box  Survey 

The  19o2  Drill  Box  Survey  was  conducted  in  four  counties  covering  oats, 
red  clover,  timothy  and  a  few  mixtures  of  these  crops.  The  mixtures  are  not 
reported  in  this  table.  This  survej'  show-ed  an  over-all  average  of  onlj-  46  per 
cent  of  the  samples  would  have  been  legal  for  sale.  In  1961,  66  per  cent  were 
legal  for  sale  and  64  per  cent  in  1960.  For  an  over-all  picture  it  would  appear 
as  if  the  Pennsylvania  farmer  is  planting  poorer  quality  seed.  By  examining 
individual  counties,  the  records  will  show  that  farmers  in  some  counties 
recognize  the  need  of  planting  high  qualit}-  seed.  The  figures  in  this  table 
show  that  many  farmers  are  still  planting  seed  that  was  grown  on  their  own 
farms  or  their  neighbor's  farms  without  being  properly  cleaned,  treated  or 
j  tested  for  purity  and  germination. 

'  The  following  facts  are  not  shown  in  the  table  but  came  from  the  records 
that  were  used  in  compiling  the  table.  One  farmer  in  Potter  County  planted 
oats  that  had  only  34  per  cent  germination,  this  same  lot  of  seed  contained 

I  540  quackgrass  per  pound.  .Another  farmer  in  this  same  county  planted  red 
clover  containing  1478  buckhorn  plantain  per  ounce.  A  farmer  in  Bucks  County 
planted  red  clover  containing  7,902  buckhorn  plantain  per  ounce.  While  a  farmer 
in  Butler  county  planted  oats  containing  338  quackgrass  and  266  mustard  per 
pound. 

What  kind  of  a  crop  can  be  obtained  from  the  above  quality  seed?   It  pays 
'  to  bu}'  tested  seed.
